No, 79-Pers/89,—The President is pleased to institute 
a medal for recognition of service of National Security 
Guard personnel who took part in operations in Punjab and, 
In this behalf, to make or ordain and establish the follow¬ 
ing ordinances which shall be deemed to have ehect from 
the third day of March in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and eighty eight :— 

Firstly .—The medal shall be styled and designated 
“9T3| rj|T’' ‘'GARAJ STAR” (hereinafter referred 

io as the medal). 

Secondly .—The medal shall be in the form of a five 
pointed star with bevelled rays, made of tombac bronze 40 
milimetres across, one point uppermost to which shall be 
fitted a ring for tho ribbon. On the obverse in the centre, 
it shall have a commando holding, a rifle, with a bolt of 
lightening running diagonally across his chest and a circular 
band (two milimetres in width and 20 milimetres 
in diameter at its outer edges) surrounding the commando 
and broken at the top by the head of the commando. On 
this band shall be the inscription "GARAJ STAR” 
“F*5EF on either side of the commando in raised letters. 


Thirdly .—The medal shall be worn suspended from the 
left breast by a silk ribbon which shall bo 32 milimetres in 
width. Tho ribbon shall have a silver stripe 5 milimetres* 
in width running diagonally across Ihe ribbon from the top 
left corner to the bottom right corner on a background of 
black. 

fourthly .—The medal shall be awarded lo the personnel 
of the National Security Guard who took part in operations 
in Punjab from 3rd March 1988 lo 22nd May 1988. 

Fifthly .—The minimum qualifying service for the medal 
shall be one day in the operational zone for operations from 
3rd March, 1988 to 22nd May, 1988 in Punjab. 

Sixthly. —The miniature medal which may be worn on 
certain occasions by the recipients shall be half the size of 
the medal and a sealed pattern of the said miniature medal 
shall he deposited and kept. 

Seventhly .—Jt shall he competent for the President to 
cancel and annul the award of the medal to any person 
and also to restore it subsequently. 

Elxhthly. —It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of these ordinances.
